ACCIDENTS DUE TO DRINK.

An executive officer of the Willinm
Cramp & 8o 8hip and Engine Bullding
Qompany declared that a large propurs
tion of industrial nccldenta nre caused
becnuse men have been drinking and
that tha growth of employers' labllity
Jeginlatlon ‘may compel large employers
of Iabor to refuss to give work to any
one who drinks

The views of Hailnes, Jonen & Cadbury,
manufacturers of plumbers’ supplies,
wora explalned by the genornl manager,
J. H. Borton, who sald: Our company
has not suffered greatly from the use of
Hquor among employes, becauss we have
weeded out the nleoholically Inclined, Wao
hnd to, becausne in a factory Nled with
fiving wheosls and exposed belting, the
worker who (s not alert s In great dan-
ger of beine Injured.

“I am told by an officer of the American
Bteel and Wire Company,” he continued.
“that that concern has ellminnted drink-
era wheraver possible, because of the accl-
dants which occurred among the men who
uso aleahol. Ho told ma that it wans in
somo of thelr plants almost impossible to
start work on Monday mornings, beciuse
of the number of over-Sunday “jags.’ The
Steel and Wire people found thoat more
pecidonts occurred on Mondays than any
other dey of the wesek, followed by Tuos-
day and Wednesday, They ascribed the
proponderance to the results of drinking."

At the J, G, Brill Company an offioar
mld that the polley of his company has
nlwnys heon to opposs liguor on  the
ground that it reduces efficlency and re-
Uability, ““The non-drinking mnan has wl-
ways been preferred by us,' he sald, "We
have had a perpetun]l embargoe on aloo-
hol."
